Washington, .Tuly 17.— The secretary 
of state has received a despatch from 
Consul McWiide at Canton, stating that 
I.i ITung Chang has . been appointed 
viceroy at Cliihli, and that he had loft 
for Moiigkoiig. 

The HpiHiintnient Is regarded here as 
particularly significant, as the province 
of CUihli "is the seat of practically all 
the present trouble. Pao Ting is tho 
capital of the province, hut within its 
boitlers are located rokin, tlie capital of 
the empire, and Tien Tsiu, where the 
first great battle has just occurred. Li 
Hung Chang is known not to desire ser- 
vices so far north. He iniiintains he has 
less inlluence in that section of China 
than in his present vicoroyaltv, th 
hcadqunrtcrs of which are at Canton. 
It is deemed probable, liowi ver, that 
ho has been persuaded to talce the ap- 
pointment in view of the well-under- 
stood fact that ho is the most inflnential 
Chinaman among foreign nations. 



A- decidedly more hopeful feeling with 
Ti^gftr^^to jthe Chinese situation was ap- 
paj:|;nt in 'all adinirilstration eirclee this 
etening. The tide of sentiment, which 
has' been markedly pit^imistie, turned 
■with thq anuouncvment of the victory of 
tie allies at Tieu Tsin and tho capture 
of the forts and native city and gathered 
fuilhor strength from MinisteT Wu'b 
c.iblegram doelariug tlie foreign ministers 
at I'eldn were biife ou July 9. 

The cabinet mot at 2:.'J0 o'clock this 
afternoon, lestj than an hour after the 
Prt'tsident reached the White llonso.. At 
the conclusion of the sestiion, which lasted 
two and one half houris. Secretary Root 
gave out the following formal statement 
of the action of the cabinet: 

"The President has determined that tho 
facts now known to ne do not require or 
justify calling an extra eessiou of con- 
gress. Should future developments indi- 
cate that he is unable to do what is re- 
quired witli the means now at his com- 
mand and the action of congress is uec- 
eesarj- to furnish either men or money or 
authority, he \Till not hesitate to call it 
together." 

Secretary Root furnished the cabinet 
with a Bnmmaigr of the troops available 
not only In this country, but in Ouba, and 
gave it ae his opinion that between 10,000 
and 12,000 troops in all could he spared 
for service in China. These reinforce- 
luonts ore to be rushed through at the 
earliest poseible mom'ent. Most, if not 
all of them, it is believed, can be landed 
hy the end of August or early in Septem- 
ber.

iiOttdon, July 17»— The Daily Mail to- 
day gives the Associated Press tlu* 
•fc;!owiD8 despatch from its Shanjrhai 
respondent, under datt^o£ July IT: 

•• The allied troops resunioii their at- 
tack upon the Chinese walled city of 
1 .i-u Tsin on the morning of the 1-lth, 
!ii!(l succeeded in breaking the walls and 
o;M>lur!nt' all the forts. The Chinese 
;ire now completely routed, and the 
jillios took possession of the native city 
and its defences. The total losses of 
iillies in tho engagements on Thursday, 
Friday and Saturday were about SOO 
Idlled or wounded. Tho casualties ^vcre 
greatest among the Russians and .lapan- 
ese. The guns of the allies did im- 
mense damage to the native city, caus- 
ing many large conllagrations. and 
finally silenced the majority of the 
enemy's guns simultaneously. Then 
l.GOO Russians, assisted by small parties 
of (lermans and French, assaulted and 
captured eight guns that were in posi- 
tion ou the railway embankment and tho 
fort, the magazine of which the French 
subseiiueutly blew up. 
■ '-A body of British, United States and 
Japanese troops then made a sortie and 
attaekwl tlie west arsenal, which the 
Oliinese had re-occupied. 

"After three hours of tho hardest 
lighting yet experienced, the Chinese 
tied. 

•' When the arsenal had been evacuat- 
ed by the Chinese, the Americans, the 
i'^rcnch, the Japanese and the Welsh 
Fusiliers advanced towards tlie native 
oity and joined with the other attack- 
ing forces. Despite valiant attacks, the 
allies were able to hold the positions 
gained outside the walls, preparatory to 
renewing the assault in the morning. 
The casualties sustained by the allies 
were exceedingly heavy, especially those 
of the United States, France and Japan. 
Several explosions in the native city 
were caused by tho bombardment. The 
<3hinese appear to huvc exhausted their 
supply of smokeless powder. They are 
now using black powder." 

Washington. July 17.— Admiral Rcmey 
this morning cabled the navy department 
that the city and forts of Tien Tsin are 
,iu the hands of the allies. His list of 
liillcd and wounded is somewhat fuller 
than yesterday's report, but still not en- 
tirely complete. His despatch follows: 

" Chee Foo, July 17.— To-day we hope 
to get the wounded from Tien Tsin 
either in tho hospitals at Tnku or aboard 
the Solace. ' Oommunleation is very un- 
certain. The following United. States 
casualties are confirmed: Marines— 
Capt. Davis, killed; Capt. Lemley, 
Lieutenants Batter and Leonard, 
wounded. Army— Col. Liscum, killed; 
Majors Reagan and Lee, Captains 
Noycs, Brewster and Bookmiller, Lieu- 
tenants Naylar, Lawton, Hammond and 
Waldron, wounded. Total killed and 
wounded reported, 775." 

Washington, July 17.— The Chinese 
minister has just received a cablegram 
announcing tho safety of the foreign 
ministers on .Tuly 9- 

I^ondon. July 17.— William Pritch.Tnl 
;Mori:an, M. P., to-day received by cable 
positive assurances from a source up;m 
which ho relies, that the British legation 
at I'ekin was still standing on July 9, 
and also that Li Hung Chang left Can- 
ton this morning to take supreme com- 
uiaiiil at Pekin. 

Afcording to a Shanghai despatch 
imblished here to-day, 100,000 _ Chinese 
troops armed with Mauser rifles and 
modern artillery are encamped at three 
points within 40 miles of Shanghai, 
ready to besiege the town in tho event of 
an attack by the Europeans upon the 
Woo .Sung forts. 

Toronto, .Tuly 17. — A London, England, 
Standard cablegram received here yos- 
teiclay stated that a party of 30 Oana- 
(liiins had been plundered by rebels near 
Nanyan Fu while seeking a place of 
safety. 

Rev. R. P. McKay, secretary of tho 
Canadian Presbyterian Foreign Mis- 
sions, fears that this was a party of 
Canadians- who were making their w.ay 
from Chumang, in Northern Honan. to 
Hankow, a distance of 250 miles. The 
party is composed of Rev. Jonathan 
Goforth, wife and four children; Rev. 
Murdoch MacKenzie, wife and one 
<'hil(l; Rev. J. A. Simmon, wife and 
one (•liild; Rev. R. Mitchell and wife. 
Miss .Mcintosh, Miss Pyke, Miss Dow, 
Dr. Leslie and wife, and Rev. .Tohn 
Orinitli. Dr. Leslie and wife are for- 
mer Montronlors. 

Washington, July 17.— The text of tho 
despatch received by Minister Wu this 
morning is as follows: 

" The utmost efforts have been made 
to protect tho foreign ministers, who 
were well on the 13th (Chinese calendar 
corresponding to our July 0th).

China as viceroy to Chi-Li. Please 
transmit this despatch to tho ministers 
at the other capitals." 
' This despatch, which is dated July 16, 
was signed by viceroys Liu Kun Yi and 
Chang Ghih Tung, of Nanking, and Wu 
Chang, respectively, and also' by Sheng, 
the director of posts and telegraphs at 
Shanghai. It was addressed to the 
Chinese minister in London, and by him 
transmitted to Minister Wu under to- 
day's date. 

In accordance with tho request con- 
tained in the cablegram, Minister Wu 
asked Secretary Hay to agree with the 
otlier i)owers to preserve Tien Tsin from 
destruction. 

Tho secretary's answer was not made 
luiblic, but minister Wu fears that the 
destruction has already occurred. He 
regards the cablegram as perfectly 
authentic. 

The reported massacre of the foreign- 
ers in I'ekui occurred on .Tuly 7. 

'I'lie following was received at the 
navy departiiu'iit this morning: " Noji, 
.liily IT.— 'I'he Oregon is passing through 
.'^imonotek Straits on the way to Kure. 
All well. (Signed) Wilde." 

Hongkong. July 17.— All tho foreign 
(•(insols In Canton had an interview with 
Li Hung Chang on .Inly 15, but failed 
to dissuade him from_ going north. Li 
Hung Chang is said" to have accepted 
full responsibility for any disturbance in 
Oaiiton during his absence. He takes 
the vice-regal seal along with him, thus 
preventing the issue of proclamations 
while ho is away. I>i ITiing Chang is 
expected to reach Hongkong to day and 
will see tlie government to-morrow. 
Afterw.irds he will proceed northward. 

The black (lag, Chief Yin Yee, is mov- 
ing his forces i)rei)arat()ry to marching 
o\erland to Pekin. Tho Chini'se are 
glad of this, as they think Canton will 
be safer without Yin Lee, while Li 
Hung Chang is away. 

Copenhagen, .Tuly 17.— The Danish 
mission station .-it Fung Cwang Tung, 
on the peninsula of Liao Tung, has been 
destroyed. The missionaries escaped to 
Chemulpo.

Department of Agriculture Issue 
Instructions to Kennedy 
the Evil. 



Reports friim several partti of tlie Lower 
Mainlainl and tlie Islands are daily reach- 
ing tlie department of agriculture of the 
ilevastulion of erops caused by a sudden 
iurasion of cateriiillars and grubs. Prom 
spc'ciniens sent in, they are evidently "i-iil 
worms" beluiiging to the family .Voclii- 
idae. I'otatoetj, eabbaget., turnips, Ileitis, 
onions, carrots, etc., aie all ttttaeketl alike 
and the number of the gruba are so great 
that whole liehlH are destroyed in a single 
night. As tile name indicates, these in- 
sects are naturally night feeders, but it 
would seem tliut appearing in the num- 
bers they are, they do not remain con- 
«taut to the habit. Por general inforuia- 
tiou and until further dutu is obtainable, 
Mr. Anderson has issued the following 
directions: 

"Poisoning is obviously the remedy to 
be applied. Spraying with powdered 
heli.ebore and water, in the proportion of 
an ounce to a paill'iil of water, or with 
P.iris (Jreeii, in llie proportion of a tea- 
■spoonlul to a jiaiiriil of water, is reconi- 
iiieiided. Another plan, and one which I 
would recomnieiui, is to use poisoned 
bnui, which is put out in little heaps 
thruiigli the lields. One pouinl of Paris 
(irecn tn ."ill iiouiuIk of bran, thoroughly 
lui.ved ili-y, and then mcdsteiied witli wa- 
ter, just a little sweetened wilii sugar. 
Tliits mixture is CM-eedingly attractive to 
cut worms, heing preferred to plants. It 
will lake about ten pounds to an acre of 
pi)i;ilui's -iis ordinarily planted. A good 
plan [i> prevent egg-laying is to put potash 
in tl;e form of kMinit ou the ijoil. The 
inseil.-i <io not like this on account of the 
cliloriile it contains ami many of them 
will lie killed, whilst most others will be 
driven oil'. The potash ia not lost, but 
will be as oltective as if applied the sea- 
son follow ing."

Millet, who is a publisher, of Bos- 
tou, said when the Enipretts sailed from 
Japan on July U tlie Japanetso were ready 
to send au army into China, but wanted 
to know what they were to get for t^d 
doing. They did not want auy more 
treatment like that whieh befell them 
after the war with China. The Jui« 
were, in fact, wiiiting until England and 
the United States declared their policy. 
If they were assured of compensation 
they could laud twenty thousand men ut 
Takii in twelve houiu. They have taken 
up uU tlie smaller coasters as transports 
and have notified the larger ycesela.that 
they might be required. 'J%ey are mriss- 
ing at Hiroshima. 

All this talk of war, says Mr. Millet 
between Rnfida and Jepon is being spread 
by Itussia to hurt the credit of Japan 
The Bussians do not want war with Ja 
pan and. the most effectual way to avoid 
it, they think, is to destroy Japan'js 
credit. 

Regarding the Bo.xcr trouble, ho was 
of tho opinion that it was tlie action of 
the Belgians and Chinese in China which 
liad concentrated the trouble. 

Tho Etnprc«3 had 31 intermediate and 
249 Chinese passengers. She had 2,ti35 
tons of .'ieneral cargo. After her Chinene 
and their baggage liad gone through tho 
usual course at the (luarantine station she 
left for Vancouver at noon yesterday. 

The Empress brings news of the ar 
rival at Ghee Voo on June ;50 of th 
Japanese eteamer Kanko Marn, with 715 
missionariee ami their families, of the 
Brititih, American and Canadian nation 
iilities, who were on duty at tho British 
churches in Taian, China n, Chouping 
T^chinchowfu and Wie Ilion. The re- 
fugees told of having been chased by mobs 
and in tho case of two of the missionnrift-i 
from Wie Hien having to lie in the rushes 
by the side of the river hiding while their 
church and homo wos being burneil. 
Tho missionaries and their familicn 
from Ohiaon in thefar flight had to pass 
the nighfln -small boats -off-the coast of 
Yangchiako. The mobs assembled on tho 
shorS la" a threatening manner, and tlie 
refugees had to cower behind the bul- 
•warks to escape the bullets of tho riot- 
ers. Tho situation of tho party on tlie 
lioat8 was becoming more and more criti- 
cal, but fortunately tho Japanese ritoaiuer 
Hein happened to pass by and she took 
the party on board. They were after- 
wards transferred to tho Kanko Mani, 
which had been sent up the coast to pic k 
up refugees.

IX CHINA. 



The capture of Tien Tsin is a mo.st 
exee'.lent thing. 'While it was in doubt 
whether tho allied forces would be able 
to take tliat^'ity, the outlook hud not a 
single redeeming: fedtute. That China 
should be able to hold all the powers at 
ba.v v.'as something fio extraordinary thai 
there were no precedents or principles to 
which reference conld be had as a Ruide 
to the future. Great, therefore, is the 
relief to know that after a long-sustained 
attael; the eitj- has been takou. The im- 
mediate effect of this will be to relieve the 
Huropean concessions of pressure and en- 
able the powers to establish a base of 
operations well on tlie road to Pekiu. 
Communication with the sea at Taku will 
be perfected before an advance ia made, 
and probably a considerable force will 
be necessary to protect it. The Japanese 
jire expected to land over 20,000 troops 
to-morrow, which will, we suppose, give 
an available force of 2.5,000 for the ad- 
vance on the capital, the remainder of 
the allied troops being required to protect 
communications. This is hardly a strong 
enough force to accomplish the task be- 
fore the allies, although it \b possible that 
history may repeat it.self and tho Cliin- 
ese may lose heart after this, their first 
defeat. If so, there will be little fur- 
ther trouble in taking possession of Pe- 
j£ln. 

• But when tbii, has been done, what 
next'.' The co-operation of tho powers 
will har<ll.v last much longer than will be 

aioeessar)' to bring the Chinese authori- 
tie«s Jo their senses and restore super- 
ficial order. What will take place next? 
Let it not bo lost sight of that Jtiiian 
lias pinceii the powers under a great ob- 
ligation. If she claims some reward, 
^.■who will say that she is not within her 
rights? 'But what reward can be given 

jtliat will bo acceptable to Russia? 
Til is is one of the questions that 
will first present themselves. As to the 
othere, they are too many and too difll- 
cult to think about until they arise. 

A SUMMER SESSION. 

Ex-Speaker D. W. Higgin.s answered 
the (|iiestioii of the Coloiiif;t an to the oc- 
casion when the last summer session ot 
the legislature was hdd, and in so doing 
enabirs us to give a little piece of politi- 
cal history, with which only very few 
of the people of the province can be fa- 
miliar. 

On .Xpril Sth, 1S78. the Elliott goTom- 
nient being in power. Mr. Walkeni. 
the present Mr. Justice ■Wnlkein, nu)vi'<l 
that the House proceed inimediately to 
the ronsiilertitinii of Quartz Hill No. 
20. 'I'd tins Premier Elliott moved in 
amendinent thiit the House should not 
go into consideration of this bill urttil 
the supplies noccesary for the ptihllc ser- 
vice until the new House could he cnn- 
voncd .should be pas.sed, and he annouiie- 
cd th.it on the following Wednesday, the 
Sth day ot April being Monday, the 
Lieutenant-Governor would attend to 
prorogue the legislature. The Ihnwc dis- 
-cussod the resolution and the nnieiidment 
all day, and in the evening Mr. Beaven 
moved-an amendment to the araendmcnt 
to thl* effect that the ..Quartz Bjll be im- 
mediately proceeded witlij,. and , that the 
House would pledge itsellT. to. grant suf-

amendment to the amendment was de- 
feated by a majority of one, but an agree- 
ment was reached after the lines laid 
down In it, and the House thereupon 
went into supply and passed one item.. 
After disposing of two bilirt the House 
adjourned at eight minutes past one in 
the morning,- but resumed its session at 
eleven, when Mr. Walkem moved and 
Jlr. Elliott seconded a resolution which 
was carried. This embodied the ngreo- 
ment reached by tlie opposing parties, 
whereupon the House once more went 
into supply and passed all the necessary 
items for tho expenses oC the civil gov- 
ernment up to Juno 20th. Tho few 
bills mentioned in the agreement wore 
disposed of and on Wednesday tlie Lieu- 
tenant-Governor Clime down and proro- 
gued the House, the total number of bills 
assented to bsing seventeen. On June 
12th the writs for n new election were 
issued, returnable on June 27th, and at 
the election which ensued Premier El- 
liott lost his seat. Tho Walkem gov- 
ei iuiiei.t was tlien formed nnd the House 
was eiillod together on July 20th. It 
sat until September Ind and passed eigh- 
lee;i bills exclusive of supply. 

BAD POLICY. 

Vntil some expliination is given of tho 
reason wliieh iiillueuced the Minister of 
the Interior to withdraw from sale tho 
reserved claims ou the best crocks in 
the Yukon country, we shall have to 
guess at the reason, and wo confess to 
lieing unable to suggeot any that will 
bo at all .satisfactory to tlie public. The 
sale OS advertised wits supposed to em- 
brace all tho fractions and reservations, 
but at the last moment those that in- 
tending l)i.blers wanted were witbilrawn. 
Whether it is good or bad policy to with- 
draw these chiims from the sale may 
be an open question. Wo are not going 
to exiiress any opinion about that, because 
we have not sulllcient information at our 
disposal to enable us to do so intelligent- 
ly, but we do know that to ask people to 
come, in many cases hundreds of miles, 
to bid upon properties, only to have them 
withdrawn at the last moment, is, to say 
the least of it, very bad buisihess 
policy. It seems impossible (or Mr. SiC- 
ton's department to htindle any Yukon 
matter without muddling it. The people 
who go into the Yukon and who arc aid- 
ing by their (ilTorts to dt^velop its great 
resourci's, have certainly the right to bet- 
ter treatment than they have hitherto re- 
ceived at Mr. Sif ton's hands. It seems 
almost iiupossibie for the minister to do 
the right thing. 



BRITISH C0LU-\1BIA'S CLAIMS. 

Tho Times is ufidoubtedly right when 
it says that the true ground upon which 
to b.'ise the claims of British Columbia 
for more liberal treatment at the hands 
of the Dominion government is that the 
development of the resources of this 
province is of the greatest inten-st to 
the Dominion til large. But this does not 
touch the point made by Colonel Prior 
and before him by others, namely, that 
this province is paying more per capita 
mto the revenue of the Dominion than 
any other province ond docs not receive 
in return anything like an adequate ex- 
penditure. The great revi'iuie-paying 
powers of British Columbia afford one 
of the reasons why it is to the advantage 
of the whole of iCanada that a liberal 
policy should be pursued towards it. It 
actually pays as an investment to appro- 
priate money in opening this province, 
for the people who come here spend so 
much more than those who live in other 
parts of Canada that their contributions 
to the revenue are exceptionally large. 
We are glad iiidee<l to see that the Times 
appreciates the necessity for action in tho 
premises, and if it does its work in its 
own way, and the other papers in the 
province do theirs in Uieir way, be- 
tween us all we will accomplish somic- 
thuig. 

NOKTHBEN TRADE., 

ThL-re is a good deal ot talk in tho 
eity in regard to the trade of the North, 
and itipecially as to what can be done to 
draw some of the business, which comes 
down, to this city. We get a full share 
of what is going up, hut are short in 
respect to what comes down. 

This is one of the topics which can very 
well be de.%lt with at the proposed con- 
ference of the Boards of Trade. This 
meeting ci.-i, if taken hold ot in the right 
spirit, be made a very valuablo oec-isien 
for British Columbia. ^\'llat seems to 
be needed is co-operative action ou the 
part of all 'interested. If a united effort 
is made to bring about a better condition 
of things, success will crown it. Mr. C. 
10. Hiiwkins, general manager of the 
White Pans & Yukon itnilwiiy Company, 
was in the city yesterday, and he ex- 
pressed himself very enthusiastically as 
to ihe future of the North. Ho believes 
it will lie a great pernianeiit wealth pro- 
dueir, and it it is, it cannot f.-iil to be a 
great consumer of everything which our 
people have to sell. Mr. Hawkins says 
that he realizes the responsibility of his 
company in rest^i'd to the development of 
trade, and that Its policy ivill he tho re- 
duction of rates lis tonnage increases. 
As traflle is more perfectly organized and 
becomes more generally distributed 
throtigboiit the year, better service and 
lower rates can be 'given; He Is 'very 
confidenc that tho Y'ukon valley has a 
wonderful future before it, and is deter- 
mined that the policy of the railway shall 
be such as to promote the d^.^lopment 
of t!)0 great region tributary to it as 
rapidly as possible. His theory of traf- 
lie management is that abundant busi- 
ness and. fair rates are better in the long 
run than lees biisiness at higher ratles.

Airs. .ilaiiicH Jones, a mission- 
iiry, who Ivlt .Sliaiig-hai ou June 12 for 
Tien Tsio, iind who returned to Shang- 
hai on June 21, thaving witnessed the 
burning of ithe .native tity and the cap- 
ture of the Taku forts, gives thi; follow- 
ing inten-jew to the North China Daily 
News. She is able to tell , more of the 
scenes connected with "the !.takiiig of the 
forts than was known. She said: 

" I k'ft :Skanghai on the steamer 
Ilsinruiig on Tiie.sdiiy, 12tii instant, for 
Tien Tsiu. After .passing through a fleet 
of alioiit ^1 warships outside Taku bar, 
which made a splendid show, we finally 
reached Tangku on JPriday in time to 
catch the last train. On arriving at 
our destination we were very much sur- 
prised to find the staaon simply crowded 
with aailocfi and marinos, all fully armed 
and mostly liussiaus, some being well 
mounted ou horses brought over from 
Port Arthur. On proceeding on our 
way the aame sight met .us — marines 
and sailors of all nationalities on guard 
everywhere And quite .prepared for 'i 
sudden atta/;lt. At the hi.u.se where I 
was to stay 1 found thiit the;place was 
iipparently in their poBsessiuu, about 50 
Aubtriaus being put up in the 4;o-downs 
adjoining tlie promises, whilst two of the 
olllcers (>ccupii.<l rooniB in the house. 
After having dined, a party of us, es- 
corted l)y a aiaval ollicor, took a short 
walk before rttiriug to rest, and then 
we saw what precautions had been 
taken for our safety. At every few 
yards we were c'hnlk iige<l by a rsentry. 
There was not a single Chinaman to be 
seen about, and the whole place seemed 
still and dcsented and very unlike Tien 
Tsln, especially the Taku roadi which is, 
as a rule, I kelieye, one constant flow 
of trafhe. Just as we were returning 
we heard seven «hot9 fired in rapid suc- 
cession. At about midnie^t an ofBccr 
came with the news Hiat the whole of 
the Chinese city was In flames, that the 
Boxers were ndwmu&ne and were then 
actually fighting at the Ti^n Taia rail- 
way station, which place they had also 
flttempted to fire. We were to get up 
and dress, so as to "be in readiness to 
rush off to the town hall on the aLarm 
being sounded. 

" Thp tire was a tremendous blaze and 
a really grand sight. It is reported that 
the city was fired in f;ourteen different 
places, and if the wind had been in the 
Otber direction, Tien Ttiin would have 
stootl but a poor ehiince. When ready. 
Wo spent most of our time in the garden 
(the ahii-m not having sounded) beside 
the ammunition, which had been car- 
rieil out there in case of the buildings 
being tired, 'reii men w.>re left to gu.ird 
us, and the rest went off willi tlieir ofH- 
cers to meet the Boxen>. It was about 
;i o'clock when we wore at last told we 
might safely retire again, as all was 
quiet, the, Boxers having been driven off. 
We heard 'that about 60 or 70 had been 
killed, but the numocr is nJBCortain. 
The firing had been veo' frequent since 
about 11 p. m., and tliat and the bark- 
ing and howling of dogs around gave 
one an unsettled feeling, bo that we did 
not retire, but just lay down as we 
were. 

It was fortunate wo did bo, as «t 4 
a. ni. we were hurriedly called up and 
informed that the Beyers were close 
upon us, advancing towards the back of 
our dwelling, and we were to go oil at 
once to tho town hall. As you can 
imagine, in n very short space of time 
wo were on our way there. The poor 
children were taken out of bed and hur- 
riedly put into thick coats and shoes, 
and off we rushed to the town hall, 
where we found others similarly attired. 
It'Tiras a truly pitiful sight, tliere were 
80 innny,' little ones., some onl;^ a month' 
.old^'ithd altiioag^-.they were^yery quiet 
And good, tiiere were n few little white, 
Beared faces. Very few amahs were

in the house. We ixsmaiued at the hall 
luitil about 7:;!l) a. m_, iint knowing (luite 
what was happening <ir hail happened 
during tile time we had been there. Of 
course, all sorts of rumors were going 
round, whicli diil not tend to improve 
niaiti'i-s. At last word came that it 
was safe to return to our homes. The 
Be, .vers had withdrawn, but would re- 
turn that night, and tiiey expected to 
have a big tight. .\11 the women and 
children were strongly advised to leave, 
but then the ditMeulty arose of how to 
get away. The lines had been tampered 
with, and tlie trains were nut r'-.nning. 

The damage to the lines was iiuiekly 
repaired, and at U j). ni. as nniny as could 
get away left for Tangku, a pilot engine 
going ou ahead. Later on another train 
arriveil, also with a number of ladiiw 
and cliihUen, and made for the various 
shii)s in port. 

liven here our troubk^M were not at an 
end, for soon after gettiug aboard we 
heard there was a probability of the 
Taku forts being taken that night. In 
couscciuencc of this the residents of Taku 
received orders at p. m. to leave within 
an hour's time and take irefugc on board 
the U. S. S. Monoeacy, lying at tljo rail- 
way wharf. About 1 n. m. the Chinese 
opened lire, the first «hot pastjing harm- 
lessly through the Algerine'ti rigging. 
i''rom tills time till nbout (iuU) a. ni. was 
an imceufiug bondiardnient, the roar of 
the cannon being aJmocit deafening. The 
first fort taken was the north, by, we 
presume, the Japanese, us that was the 
first flag we saw hoisted, followed short- 
ly after by the British on the outer north 
fort. 

After taking tliese forts the men-of-war 
steamed towards the mouth of the river, 
and fioon after the German and Uussian 
flags went up on the south fort.s. .Short- 
ly after daylight we isaw four torpedo 
boats being towed in r^tern fiivt by the 
Whiting and Fame, flying the Brilisli 
flags. During the tinu. or liomb.-rrdanent 
we and the ships at Tangku were right iu 
tho line of fire and had anything but a 
pleasant time, the shells wJiistling above 
and around us in al! direetiont!, and the 
marvel is that the Mojiocacy was the only 
one struck, t;he receiving a tihot right 
throngh her bows. Tlie Lieushiug, lying 
at Jurdine's, besides running the risk of 
-shells from the forts, was attacked by a 
party of Chinese, who were looting tlio 
cargo, but the return lire from the Lien- 
shiug eventually drove them away. A 
shell falling into one of the Tangku ho- 
tels near the railway station killed three 
Chinese, the only ones that wore in tho 
liouso as the Hme.

A young em- 
pioyc-c of a commercial house iiamod 
Walte is tlte central figure of the Btory, 
He, «t the request of .bis. ^employer, ac- 
coni9aliied by four Cossifcks, left the 
I'OS'oged city of Tien Tsin on June I t, 
aud utter four daj's of narrow escapes 
jibU I'.ight from pursuing Boxers, lie auJ 
lie ]iu<isians reached Tiiliu on the liiiri 
with their IntJci-s. The bravo courier 
-said ou his iirrival that the city of Ticu 
Tsin was in a .-perilous position, uud h.s 
letters wore tu resiuest reiuforcomciits. 
The Oliiiiesc, ho said, were bomlvtrUiug 
It Willi four^ucli guns. The reiief, as 
has been told, was sent, and the city 
relieved two days later. 

Walto is icpin liHi to have garbod liini- 
solf in the iuuil'urui of a dead lW)Xur, aud 
the Co.-^<:acl;s wore also arr-ij-od in Hie 
red < o;Us and liats of the CSiinese-troops. 
Tliey maniif,'0(i to evade the iorcc snr- 
rouiidiug the city, l>ut n small force who 
stonpcsl tlu'iu nt once penetttSted the dis- 
KuiM-, owing to the fact tliat their eyes 
gave tlu'iii away. At a signal fmu 
Walte tliev all bblteil, and before tlie 
Cliine-se had graspwi the fact, they man- 
aged ito ride down to the njiver, some dis- 
taono away, and took .a >eampnn, witli 
wliicli thev made their way down the 
stream. T'aey were not then pursued. 
Ojie night, two days alter they left lieu 
'IViin tlipy lay in tlio «idttom of the sam- 
pan all night, uual.lo to move, owing to 
the fact that tlio IJoxers wen- ou- 
<iamped on the riv,-r banlc a short dis- 
innco away. They ^ultimately released 
itUe boat and allowed it to dntt down 
stream, which secured their escape, the 
Uoxers not watching tlie drifting boat, 
which they believed had lu'okon loose 
Tliey then did all tlieir triivollmK m 
night, and when nunr Taku nianage<l to 
get horses, which had lirolien from the 
Boxer ciiinps. Tliey were feted as 
lioroes ou tlieir iirrival nl laiiii, au.l 
some of the fortfign ofllcors niL- said to 
have reeoinnieiidod tlieru for decoration.

report of the ii&citlcuts from the time of 
the attack until the retreat of the a.ssail- 
ants on June 'Jo. The report, which 
was made pnbiie shortly before the d(- 
parture ot the Empress froin .Tapan, s.iy.'; 
that ou the evcTiing of the loth of June 
the insurgents liuriiod five churches out- 
side Tien Tsin, and showed signs of ad- 
vancing to attack the railway station, 
but were l)ealeu Imclt by the Russiuns. 
Tlie llussiaiis luid a few machine Kuus, 
and the Chinese rushes wete unable ti» 
accomplish anyfliing. They were put to 
flight every time with great loss. Early 
next morning the Japanese detachment 
from the Sama was sent to guard the 
road on the soOthem bank of the river. 
They took up a ' position beWnd a wail 
and prevented -ttny advance of the Chi- 
nese. This detachment was relieved nt 
noon by a Russian force, and nt p. m. 
die Japanese were again sent to the 
position. Two hours after they had re- 
lieved the Russians the Chinese ad- 
vanced detormrncdly to tlit^ assault. 
There were sonie' hundreds of them, ami 
tliey were carrying liglited torches. They 
advanced in a series of rushes, and flie 
Japanese allo'Wi'ii lliem to get within 
dose proximity liofore tliey opened fire. 
Then the Japanese lired several volleys 
from the Maxiyns and other small guns, 
and the Boxers, ' throwing away their 
torches, fli'd. Afterwards during the 
iiiglit the Chinese only approached in 
parlies of three or four, but made n( 
resolute attack. They cmiteutod tliem 
selves with eiidivivoriug to sneak up and 
tire tlie outer hniTdiiigs. On oxamining 
the bodies of tlie slain they were found 
to lie young men nt 2-1 or 25, clad in silk 
and carrj-iug poiR'liea with Mauser am- 
munition. 

'I'he .Tapanese contingent from the 
'Suina still Iield tho'position to keep back 
the advancing Chinese from Tien Tsin 
on the 17th, remaining constantly on 
guard. About daybreak some 1,500 
Chinese, wearing red caps and red beits, 
approached, brandishing swords. As 
soon as they got WhJiin range two or 
tliree volleys were fired, and they retired 
hastily. This was but an advauct, 
party, though, for to the eastward was 
sw!n a large force -widi a number of 
large gims moving towards the native 
city. Tlie allies watched them un-

p. m. the Chinese began a furious bom- 
bai-dment of the foreign concessions.

Fioni near the native city, though, 
they continued their lionibarOment. 
Their sheils were nimctl mostly at the 
conspicuous buildings in the concessions. 
As they fired much at file Gordou Hail, 
near the Jaiianese consulate, many 
shells fell in the vicinity of the latter, 
and some dropped within the enclosure 
ot the consulate. A part of the Suma 
detachment guarded the j'oad leading 
past the Mitsui Bussan Kaisha olllces 
to Tien Tsin city, ami the ri'st guarded 
tlie Freni'li seltloineiit, "liaving their 
headouiirters in front t-C the Specie 
liiiiik. One nuiii was killed and two 
wounded by sptMit can'aon balls while 
guarding this place. 

Oil the IDtli the enemy's attack was 
directed from the left 'knnk. As before, 
their shells were aiiuvHi at the foreign 
coiicessioMs. and they succeeded iu set- 
ting liri' to the Spiujie liti.nk. It to<ik tire 
in the upper piirt, ami, despite all efforts, 
burnt til tlie grouiw. Sliells fell con- 
stnnllv Into the concessions. /Ml night 
an<l all next day tlie shells continued to 
drop into the concessions. Early on 
the mottDing <df ttfae 20th the Japanese 
started to build a parapet around their 
couKulnte. Som<i residents assisted in 
the work, and '«evcnil were killed and 
one w.onnded. *Lieut. Takumi Tsu was 
also wounded. The Chinese troops then 
seeiiipd to be inclined to make n genera! 
attack upon the concessions, but it was 
evident that "they lackctl courage and 
confined 'themselves to bombarding the 
streets. , 

I']ar!y on the morning ot the 21,st the 
Chinese troops in the neighborhowi of 
tlie inilitury i-ollege on the opposit'e bank 
sudilt'iil.v -n-tired, and, placing them- 
selves under cover wherever they coulfl 
lind any, .iksuuumI » dofenKivo uttitude. 
.\ good 'deal of firing was then hearfl, 
and Hie 'ChiUi-.-.e returned to their tor- 
miT [Mists. It transpired that the tc- 
tireiiieiit of the Chinese was occasioned 
by -the -a'dvaiice of a small body of 
Americans aud British, wlio were nlti- 
iTRitcdy obligeil to retire. On the 'i'-'nfl 
the bouitiardiiient stiU went on. The 
.siicfling of the tiesieginl concessions was 
coiitiuuons. The Cossacks who were 
Piitrolling brought intelligence in the 
alferiKwm that a force of 2,000 to rj.OOO 
rilTies M-as advancing from Tnlrn to rn- 
licTc Tk-u Tsin, and had arriveil w-ithin 
y> miles of Tien Tsin. Theiv was ■great 
joy when word was passed round of the 
apiiro.iching ndief. and next morning the 
allied force, attacking from the east and 
sontli. Hrove off the enemy, and the firing 
cetifefl. 

Another report published in the Japan- 
ese -press from Tien Tsin eaj-s iSiat on 
June 22 the Uhit6d ' States consnlato 
was destroyed and burnt dniing tlie 
bomb.'irdmenl. 

In ji later despatch, dated June 25, 
the- Japanese commander says that un- 
less (•oiiiniunication was estabTi^ed with 
Tnkn within a fortnight, there would "he 
much ;&estitution among the allied forces, 
for ihere was then nothing but rice to 
he otniiined in the city.

seeds of the black walnut, jka the win- 
ter of ;tlie Jollo'Www. year set in unusually 
early an4 cold, and the Rev. Father did 
not return to the school until December, 
tihe .uuts ^vore .nut .planted .Utltil well in 
March, .1S07. They were set six inche« 
apart Ui a row.iu our front-garden. Early 
iu June following they ■ appeared above 
ground, like a row of beans. I don't 
think there -was one failure. During 
that runnier (which was a very dry one) 
they .received little or no attention save 
being occasiouaUy watered. They made 
fair grov.th, .iievcrtheles*^, some of them 
beiiix; fully a foot tall. During the win- 
ter they had jio iirotection whatever 
agiLiiist tlie froi^t, and I fully expected 
the greater number of theui to lie winter 
killed. To my surprise not one of them 
.perished, ami Uia.he spring they put fortJi 
such a wealth of leaves as to convince 
■us that thtiy; had. come to stay. By Aug- 
Ufit they made .quite a respectable littK, 
hedge, and very 

their ri(^h dark green color ami large 
.poiutCHl leaves. 1 uetMl hardly say that 
we were oxceptioually proud of them, 
.;uid We had tew visitors that .'iiiinmer 
who were not shown our baby walnut 
.grove. They had now become too crowd-
